B'or instance, he asked a Cu­ 
ban w hat the Insurgents said about ac­ 
cepting the offer of autonom y, and the 
answ er was that Spain had put 200,000 
corpses between her and them , referring 
evidently to the reconcentrados.

‘‘I m ust tell you and the

replenished. To God and those ch arita­

Fifty Tliousand People Perishing. 
A fter speaking of the good done by 
Russell’s visit to Cuba, the letter pro­ 
ceeds; 
"Up to date my district has 
received nothing of the relief sent by 
our people except through your thought­ 
ful rem em brance.

Prinooss Thermntis, daiiffhtcr of Phn-

Nile, snw a curious boat on tho river. 
It 
hod neither oar nor helm, niul they would 
have been useless jinyhow. There %vns only 
one passenger nnd timt a l.u»by hoy. 
But 
tho iShiyflower, that brought tho pilgrim 
fathers to America, carried not so pri'ciou.s 
n load. 
The boat was made of tho broad 
loaves of papyrus, tightoned together by 
bitumen. 
Boats wore sometimos made of 
that material, as wo learn from Pliny and 
Kerodolus and Theophrastus. 
“ Kill «11 
tho Hebrew children born,” had been Pha­ 
raoh's order. 
To save her boy, Jochebed, 
tho mother of littlo Moses, had put him in 
that queer boat and launched hin». 
His 
sister Mirhun stood on tho bank watching 
that precious craft. 
Sho was far enough 
off not to draw attontion to the boat, Init 
near enough to offer protection. There she 
stands on tho bank—Miriam the poett>s, 
Miriam tho quick witted, Miriam the 
faithful, tliAugh very hunum, for in after 
timo she demonstrated it. 


Miriam was a splendid sister, but hnd 
hor faults, like nil the rest of us. 
How 
carofully sho watched tho boat containing 
her brother! 
A strong wiiul might upset 
It. Tho buffaloes t)ften fouiul thero might 
in a sudden plunge of thirst sink it.
